Report# from E. H. Harrlman’s 
mountain home at Arden, N. Y., yes¬ 
terday were to the effect that ’the 
financier was not to undergo an opera¬ 
tion at present.

City In Darkness and 
Wires Down.

Thousands Homeless and 
Condition Is Pitiable.

At $12,000,000. 


RAILROADS SUFFER HEAVILY. 


Monterey. Mex.. Aug. 28.—Eight hun 
dred persons drowned. 15.000 homeless 
and property damage to the extent of 
$13,000,000 is the result of a flood 
which struck this city between 1 and 
2 o'clock this morning. 

The scene In the flood-swept section 
of Monterery to-night is one of utter 
desolation. Four city blocks on the 
south side have completely disappeared. 

For seventy-two hours rain has fall¬ 
en In unprecedented volume throughout 
this section and the Santa Catarina rose 
gradually all day Friday, the crest of 
the flood reaching Monterey early to¬ 
day. At first It was thought that there 
would be no loss of life, but the water 
had a height never before attained and 
swept buildings from their foundations 
by the score. The electric light plant 
was put out of commission last night 
and the complete darkness was an add¬ 
ed horror. Cries of the drowning could 
be heard, buit the onlookers were pow¬ 
erless to render aid.

Houses Disappear. 


$ 1 , 000,000 to $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

■For the pa«t forty-eight hours a 
veritable delugo of riin has been fall¬ 
ing. which, toguthur with :ho flow of 
water from the adjacent mountains 
Into the Santa Catarina River so 
swelled that stream that It rcacned & 
width of & mile and a half and com¬ 
pletely overflowed certain portions of 
the city of Monterey, wrecking houses 
and causing loss of life as It pursued 
its mad course. Reports state that 
the current in the river was so swift

Trains Are Lost. 


S. H. WEBB SHOT 
DOWN IN TEXAS 


Louisville Insurance Man Is 
Mortally Wounded. 


Not a train has reached this city 
thus for to-day and telegraphic com¬ 
munication is crippled to such an ex¬ 
tent that the exact location of some of 
the trains is at the present time un¬ 
known. 

In the city of Monterey telephone 
communication Is impossible, the elec¬ 
tric light plant is half under water 
and out of commission, the entire street 
car service of the city, which depends 
upon the electric plant for its power, 
la paralyzed and the waterworks has 
been damaged to such an extent that 
th© water supply of the city Is crip¬ 
pled. 

• • • 

Flee For Their lives. 


Information reaching here through 
reliable sources states that so severe 
was the flood that the inhabitants In 
the vlulnlty of the flooded stream bAre- 
ly hadxime to flee for their lives; that 
the onrush of waters carried away their 
homes and chattels and in many cases 
drowned the occupant# of the Jacales 
or small hut# used by the natives. It 
Is said that a chaotic condition exists 
and that the plazas are crowded with 
the poor homeless natives who were 
providentially allowed to escape with 
their lives. 

The buildings of Monterey, like those 
of many other old Mexican cltlee, are 
In the majority of cases composed of 
mud and mortar. These adobe build¬ 
ings when struck bv the floods veri¬ 
tably dissolved and ln many Instances 
the Inhabitants are reported to have 
been caught In the falling material and. 
rendered helpless, drowned like rats In 
a trap. 

The flood condition* are not alone 
peculiar to the vicinity of Monterey, 
but expend as far south as 8 aItiiIo. al¬ 
though no gTeat damage beyond Incon¬ 
venience to the citizens and minor 
damage to the roadbed of the railroads 
is reported south of Monterey, 

• • • 

No Live* Loot South of Monterey. 


Whsn daylight came the sceno was 
Indescribable. All through the flooded 
district groups could be seen huddled 
on Ibo tops of two-story buildings, en¬ 
tirely surrounded by a tumultlng, seeth¬ 
ing mass of water. One by on© these 
bouiM»a disappeared with their human 
fright Nothing could live In the wild 
current of the Santa Catarina Rivei 
which was rushing at th© rate of 
twenty mile# an hour. 

During the early morning hours the 
water remained stationary, and It was 
noon before a full of four Let t«gxn. 
By 4 o’clock this afternoon the river 
was ba*rk In Its banks, only to go out 
of them Again at 6 o’clock because of 
the continued downpour of rain. 

The great steel plant at Monterey 
•ruffered a of nearly a million dol¬ 
lars by the flood, and the smelter of the 
Mexican Lead Company la cut off from 
the city and submerged. It fa rail- 
mated than the loss at this plant will 
be over $3,000,000. , 

• • • 

River Runs Through City. 


The Santa Catarina River runs al¬ 
most directly through the. center of 
Monterey Along h» right bank In lo¬ 
cated the suburb of San Luiirito, Inhab¬ 
ited by the poorer element. It win In 
this section that the greatest loss of Ilf: 
occurred for the greater part of the 
suburb Is composed of ono-story adobes. 
When the flood water struck these 
building©. they collapsed a# though 
composed of paper, and burled their In- 
n ales beneath a mass of debris In such 
a manner that they hid absolutely no 
opportunity of escape and were 
drowned. 

Many families have experienced oth¬ 
er floods, remained ln their dwelling un¬ 
til compelled to seek refuge on the 
roofs, but too late, for they found them¬ 
selves entirely surrounded by water and 
absolutely at the mercy of the raging 
ffrfem. 

Many p!tiAble scene# are reported. 
One family of the poorer olaas. having 
nought shelter on the roof of their 
adobe dwelling and refusing to leave 
their home In the belief thAt the wat¬ 
er# w*ould soon subside, were drowned 
The waters camo on with a rush *nd 
before help could reach them the en¬ 
tire family was swept from their 
place of refuge. 

Several floods of th© 8 anta Catarina 
River have previously been expe¬ 
rienced. but nothing a# severe as the 
present and not attended with any se¬ 
rious loss of life.

•Riverbed Often Dry. 


Telegraph communication to th© 
south la partly interrupted, but tt was 
learned to-night over a working wire 
Limit there lias been no loss of life re¬ 
ported to the south of Monterey. The 
reports reaching Laredo as to the life 
loss ln Monterey are so varied that It 
Ls impossible to state with certainty 
what th© catastrophe will really 
amount to. 

The number losing their lives In the 
flood waters of tho Santa Catarina 
River has been placed as high as 1 . 000 , 
but It is Drought that this number Is 
a gross exaggeration, due to the clot- 
otic conditions prevailing. However. It 
Is certain UuU the flood was tha most 
•crrlblo & Ln# u*~j >.*y of (he oii Uort 
lnbtdhitan *. ant* tbat thj loa# of life 
will be great. 

Inquiry was made to-night at the 
offices of tthe National railway to learn 
If any light could be thrown upon the 
Ilf© loss In Monterey, but that office 
was In Ignorance of the situation, hav¬ 
ing lost all wires to the south late lost 
night. There haa been no train serv¬ 
ice Into this city to-day from tfo© 
south, and reports received by Che 
railway through a roundabout source 
Indicate that the tracks and roadbeds 
cannot be re-established before Mon¬ 
day. 

• • • 

The City of Monterey. 


Monterey Is a city of approximately 
70.000 Inhabitant©, and Is located 168 
miles south of Lajrodo. It ls set In a 
valley between huge mountains, and ls 
traversed by the Santa Catarina River. 
Among some of tha plants that were 
m<>re or less damaged are: 

The electric light plant, the water¬ 
works. the yards of the National Rail 
way of Mexico, also several warehouses 
of private individuals in that vicinity: 
the amelters and steel plant, which lat¬ 
ter are reported to be badly damaged 
by the water. 

According to advices from thev Fed¬ 
eral telegraph authorities, all wires 
south are paralyzed, only one wlro 
working south of Laredo, and com¬ 
munication with Monterey was se¬ 
cured over this wire via Ciudad Pbr- 
flrio Diaz and Chihuahua* a circuitous 
route. 

Tha town of Golondrlnas, elghty-flve 
miles from Laredo, was flooded and 
several kilometers c # track on tha Na¬ 
tional lines were washed away. 

Golondrlnas ls a little town of about 
2.000 Inhabitant*, and Is situated In a 
valley between two large mountains. 

It is learned from a reliable source 
that the American consulate In Mon¬ 
terery was damaged to the extent of a 
thousand dollars by the deluge of rain 
«nd water and Inundation by the Santa 
Catarina River. There was much Incon¬ 
venience caused to the employes at the 
consulate but no loss of life. 


For many months throughout the 
year the Santa Catarina River is a dry 
bed absolutely devoid of water, but 
during the rainy season It becomes an 
Important stream. For the past forty- 
eight hours such a deluge of rain had 
fallen that the stream reached unprece¬ 
dented proportions and as Its waters 
rose It completely Inundated the poor¬ 
er section of the city and forced the 
Inhabitants to seek shelter In the high¬ 
er portion of th© city, which begins 
about three or four blocks from the 
river banks. 

Thl# portion of the city wa* crowded 
to-night with thousands of homeless 
Mexicans, but as fast as order could 
be brought out of chaos arrangements 
were made to care for the women and 
children Many private homes, th© po¬ 
lice station, clubs and organization 
halls were thrown op<*n to sticcor the 
homeless and arrangements have been 
mnde by tho charitably Inclined to see 
that none suffer from hunger.

WIDESPREAD DAMAGE 

Done By Storm Sweeping Over Big 
Section of Mexico. 

Mexico City. Aog 2S.—Soores are re¬ 
ported dead, several thousand homele*# 
and part of the city of Monterey wash¬ 
ed away by a cyclone and flood early 
thl* morning. Thero is no direct oom- 
n unlcation with that point, and the ex¬ 
tent of the loss cannot yet be definitely 
ascertained.

Fort Worth'. Tex.. Aug. 28.—(Special) 
—Chased through the lobby of the Ma¬ 
jestic Hotel. 1306 Main street, into tho 
crowded Chlncae restaurant adjoining 
on the north. 8 . H. Webb, an ineuranee 
man, with headquarters In LoulavUl* 
for six year*, was shot four time# 
and mortally wounded by T. E. Bald¬ 
win. of Abilene, shortly after noon to¬ 
day. 

Baldwin surrendered and was. locked 
up at the police at at Ion, refusing to 
ptake a statement. 

One bullet struck Webb in the left 
arm above the eibow. another struck 
him ln the back and lodged above th© 
heart, and two others hit him In the 
sides. He was removed to the Medical 
College Hospital, where It was stated 
at midnight that his physicians enter¬ 
tain no hopes of his recovery.

Pursued Wounded Man. 


According to C. M. Oliver, proprietor 
of the MaJ<stlc Hotel, Webb wo* sit¬ 
ting ln a setteo in the lobby of the houd 
reading a timetable. Baldwin, accom¬ 
panied by E. B. Powers, walked Into 
the hallway leading Into the lobby, unJ 
as be saw Webb pulled his gun and 
began firing. Webb fell to the floor at 
the first shot, and as Baldwin fired 
again crawled through tho swinging 
doors leading Into the restaurant. Aj 
he closed the doors behind him he 
sprang to his feet and started on a run 
toward the front of the budding. Bald 
win pursued him ck>>ely, following him 
through the doors, and as he gained the 
Lrjdde of the restaurant again opened 
Are. He fired five shots, four of which 
took effect.

DISAPPOINTMENT IN FRANCE 


Betheny Aviation Field, Rhelms, Aug. 
28.—The International cup of aviatlog^ 
known os the James Gordon Bennett 
trophy, was won to-day by Glenn H, 
Curti#s» tho American aviator, in the 
fastest aerial Journey of 20 kilometers 
(12.42 miles) ever accomplished by man. 
His time, 15 minutes 60 3-6 seconds, was 
only 6 3-5 seconds faster than that made 
by Bleriot over the same course. 

■ The other two pilots who represented 
France, Latham ami Lefcbvre, finished 
respectively in 17 minutes 32 seconds 
and 20 minutes 47 8-6 seconds. Cock- 
burn, an Englishman, ran Into a hay¬ 
stack as he was maneuvering for the 
start and did not cross the line. Sev¬ 
eral other machines, which were ex¬ 
pected to start were not ready within 
the time limit.

As Baldwin fired the loot shot Webb 
HMik to the floor, Baldwin walked out 
the front door of the restaurant and 
gave himself up to Patrolman Aik- n. 
w ho had been attracted by the shoot¬ 
ing He made no statement other than 
be wonted to bo locked up. 

An eyewitness states that Webb had 
started up the stairs and reached about 
the third step wnen Baldwin opened 
Are. Ai the Ant shot W'eou crumpled ro 
u? and fell to Iho tloon Baldwin fired m 
©$aln ms Webb erskicd through th© re 
‘floor, the babel H-dakig 4 flfr arm of 
the sett-*. Bajffwmpirnued Webb 
through the lobby Into the restaurant 
and continued the fusillade. He was 
uncertain as to the number of shots 
fired aftor they were ln the restaurant. 

Not a word was spoken before Bald¬ 
win began firing. WhUe at Abilene he 
is known to have taken some lots as 
payment on premium on policies sold 
there, and It ls presumed that »he 
trouble causing the shooting origin 1 
there. 


Webb Expected Trouble. 


Hotner A. Nelson, of Hot Springs. 
Ark. and a son of the Secretary of 
State of New York, was a witness to 
the killing and bad been with Webb 
jome before the shooting. Webb, Nel¬ 
son said, was expecting trouble from 
Baldwin, on account of something that 
had taken place previously. He says: 
••Webb and myself were at the Metro, 
polltan Saturday and Baldwin was at 
the office. Webb ©poke to him, after 
which Webb and myself left and went 
down to the Majestic Hotel, and as we 
walked along the street Webb looked 
back end ©aw Baldwin coming behind 
us. When he ©aw him he said to me. 
•Nelson, that man is following me to 
kill m©.< 

"When we got tn front of the Ma¬ 
jestic Hotel we stopped on the side¬ 
walk and were talking and Baldwin 
parsed us going Into the hotel and after 
ho went In Webb repeated that he 
(Baldwin) was after him to klU him. He 
said: ‘He can do IV Tor I have no 
gun. and raised up his coat to show 
he was not armed. He then asked me 
to go Inside the hotel with him, and I 
urged him not to; ho pewlsted arid tho 

shooting followed.*•

The telegram said that Mr. Taylor 
reached Memphis a week ego, went to 
Hot Springs, returned to Memphis and 
then left for Louisville.

Taylor was In Louisville they knew 
nothing of It.

The race lay between Bleriot and Cur¬ 
tiss, with Latham as a possible out¬ 
sider. Lefebvre on previous perform¬ 
ances apparently had no chanoo. For¬ 
tune favored the American. An acci¬ 
dent two days ago to Bleriot** power¬ 
ful fast machine, with which he held 
the lap record, was a serious handicap, 
since he had no opportunity to try out 
Lhe repaired machine. 

Curtiss stole a march on his rivals 
by getting away early. Finding condi¬ 
tions favorable at 10 o’clock In the 
morning, he decided to take no chances 
in the fickle weather and after a trial 
trip, ln which he made the circuit of tho 
course ln 7 minutes 66 1-6 seconds, low¬ 
ering Lhe world's record nine seconds, 
he started Immediately on his attempt 
to win the cup. He handled his ma¬ 
chine. which rlew along at a speed never 
before witnessed. In masterly style, 
©specially at the turns which he took 
on the down grade. The fir*t round, 
measuring 6.21 mile*, was mads 
minute* 67 2-6 seconds, so mew ha* si- v*

This remarkable showing on tLo p 
of the American created consternate.. 
In the Bleriot comp. The French fa¬ 
vorite. whoso machine was equipped 
with a four-bladed propeller, made a 
trial, but could do no better than 7 
minutes 68 1-5 seconds for the round. 
Then, upon Che advice of Santos Du¬ 
mont he substituted a two-bladed pro¬ 
peller. but this proved slower still and 
the French began to doubt the ability 
of their champion. Bleriot replaced 
the original propeller and tinkered with 
his machine for several hours. In the 
meantime Lefebvre, In a Wright bi¬ 
plane, but without hope of winning, 
flew over th© course, but this time 
was five minutes slower than that of 
Curtiss. 

Th© excitement grow steadily a* 5 
o’clock, which tho public understood 
was the time limit for starting ln this 
event, approached. BU-riot*s and 
latham’© machines were run out and 
everybody stood watoh in hand. At 5 
o’clock the crowds concluded that th© 
two French champions had defaulted 
and a murmur of protest arose, hut a 
minute lat*r It wa> officially announced 
that dho wording of the rule had been 
misunderstood and that th© rule al¬ 
lowed a start to be made any time be¬ 
fore 6:30 o'clock.

First Lap a Fast One. 

A few minutes later Bleriot and 
Latham crossed the lln© ln quick suc¬ 
cession. Bleriot went by th© tribunes 
at a terrific pace and for & moment 
the American© feared Curtis* would 
1*. beaten. He finished th© round In 
almost the identical time of Curtiss* 
fast lap, covering the ten kilometers In 
.7 minutes 53 3-5 seconds, but his speed 
ae-med appreciably to decrease on tho 
Inst round and before be rcachod th© 
final turn the stop watches showed 
that he had lost. 

Th© French crowds were greatly dis¬ 
appointed at the failure of their coun¬ 
trymen, but largely owing to th© pop¬ 
ularity of the Wrights In France, and 
th© general French recognition of th© 
wonderful stimulus Americans have 
given to rh© science of aviation, no for- 
i-lvictory could have been so pop¬ 
ular as that of an American- 

Th© judges Immediately ran up the 
American flog on th© .signal pole on 
the tlmeke©pcr** stand tn front of th© 
rrlhunea and the bands played "Hie 
Htur Spangled Banner.** There wo© 
great rejoicing among the American • 
spectators.

When the American flag went up. Cur-

dragged, from the shed to th© Arabos- 
©culor’s box by several hundred enthu¬ 
siast lo Americans. Mr. White** first 
word© were: 

•*I came to see you win and you hav© 
doSl it " 

Tho Ambassador then told how proud 
he was that America had triumphed 
and that thp blue ribbon of the air 
would now be defended by tho United 
States, Ho concluded by congratulat¬ 
ing Curtiss In the name of the Gov¬ 
ernment and the people of the United 
State© and then presented Mrs. Whit© 
and Mr© Roosevelt, a© well as the 
other member© of the party, who added 
tlo-lr congrutintloipi in warm terms.

Frankfort. Ky., Augi 28.—(8 pec lot)— 
A legal battle in which nearly every 
county in Kentucky will be Interested Is 
scheduled to be fought out In Franklin 
county, and should Franklin county 
win it may result in the State paying 
out many thousand* of dollars to other 
counties In the State. The question that 
will be taken Into the courts Is wheth¬ 
er or not the act of the Legislature, 
parsed In 1908, donating to the counties 
the State's Interest in turnpikes, re¬ 
lieves Franklin county of the payment 
of some 14.000 due fur the State's In¬ 
terest In the Frankfort. Georgetown 
and Paris turnpike. Frahk J. James, 
Slate Auditor, says that the act does 
not operate to prevent the recover/ by 
the Stale of the money due from 
Franklin county and that he will mak** 
a test of the law In the courts. 

The facts In the case are these. In 
1881 Ahe State sold Its Interest In the 
Frankfort. Georgetown and Paris turn¬ 
pike to Franklin county and this county 
gave Its notes in payment. The notes 
or rlaimg upon the country treasury 
were for $ 1,108 80 each and have been 
drawing Interest ever since. In 1900 
the Legislature passed a ball authorlz 
Ing the Sinking Fund Commission to 
donate to the count!©* mock in turn¬ 
pike* held by the State upon an agree¬ 
ment by the counties to maintain the 
roads and keep them in repair, with¬ 
out lollgmtes.

400 pounds The motor is a sixty 
liorxe-power affair.

"W# take from our forests each year, 
not counting the loss by fire, three and 
a half times their yearly growth. \V« 
take forty cubic feet per acre for each 
twelve cubic feet grown; wr take 26Q 
cubic feet per capital while Germany 
use* thirty-teven feet and Franco 
twenty-five cubic feet. Since 1870 for¬ 
est fires have each year destroyed an 
average of $50,000,000 worth of timber. 

“The young growth destroyed by fire 
is worth far more than the merchant¬ 
able timber burned. An average of 
only 820 feet of lumber Is used for each 
1,000 feet that stood In the forest. And 
year by year through careless cutting 
and fires we lower the capacity of ex¬ 
isting forests to produco their like 
again, or totally destroy them. The 
condttkm of the world supply of tim¬ 
ber makes us dependent upon what we 
produce We send out of our country 
one and a hair times as much timber 
as ws bring In. Except for finishing 
woods. relatively insignificant in 
quantity, we must grow our own sup¬ 
ply or go without.”

Mr*. Kelly w«nt to the hotel an hour 
before Sh* was fatigued and went to 
bod Awakening she heard the piercing 
shrieks of a child’s voice. Immediately 
after that she wn* told by another 
guest that the place was on fire and 
after gathering together her shoes, hat 
and a wrap, made her way to the 
street. 

In the meantime the proprietor was 
busy throwing out several pieces of 
worubut furniture.

A protracted meeting 
is lit progress at Pleasant Grove 
church, hear the store and Lon Stivers 
and his son. Orville Stivers, nominee 
for County School Superintendent noti¬ 
fied the people at the church that Mr. 
Welsslnger W'oa to speak. As soon as 
the congrgatlon was dismissed most of 
tho men and women went up to the 
store and heard Mr. Welsslnger. 

Mr. WHsslnger touched only on local 
Issues, but he was roundly cheered as 
hu poured hot shots into the Republican 
officials of the city and county. He 
said the Republican leaders were pos¬ 
ing as reformers and going about tell¬ 
ing the people that they were the only 
pun? politicians, yet hu declared that 
their actions did not in the least coin¬ 
cide! wl$h their, boasts and claims. He 
charged the Republicans of Louisville 
with going square back on tbelr prom¬ 
ise* to labor He raid that the Grin- 
stead ml ministration Instead of protect¬ 
ing labor and paying the local labor¬ 
ing men living wages, it had becoma a 
factor by connivance in Importing 
cheap foreign labor In the city to work 
on the sewers. He also charged the ad¬ 
ministration with betag a party to the 
importation of the riff-raff negro ele¬ 
ment of the South, ostensibly for the 
purpose of working on the sewers, but 
he believed that many of the negroes 
were* brought here to Increase the Re¬ 
publican vote this fall 

Mr. Welsslnger said the Republicans 
could liRve all the harmony banquets 
they desired, but the sores brtween the 
Bradley and Grinstead factions would 
remain unhealed. He said that Brad¬ 
ley had not been as yet placated and 
thAt the enhances were he never would 
be. 

Mr. Welsslnger took a shot at the 
Owen Tyler ticket, declaring that such 
may emeu ts have never redounded to 
any good In this country. He said the 
followers of Tyler had no more right 
to call themselves Democrats than did 
the followers of Grinstead or Todd. On 
the other hand he said that the ticket 
named by the Democrats was clean 
and was nominated openly and above 
board. Mr. Welsslnger said that the 
Democratic ticket was sure to win this 
fall. Ho spoko for thirty minutes and 
when he concluded many climbed up on 
the platform and shook his hand, as¬ 
suring him of their unqualified support 
Many of the women shook hands with 
Mr Welsslnger and said that they 
would be at the barbecue. 

A largo number of white caps and 
uniforms were distributed to the men 
after the spe«ktng was over. These 
will be worn In the parade Tuesday 
night. Lon Stivers announced that the 
boys were coming to the barbecus 
gm»d and strong and that they would 
make a good showing In the parade. 
Mr. Weisalnger w f a» Invited to make a 
speech at the store later on In the cam¬ 
paign and he agreed that he would If 
It were possible. 

Clem Huggins addressed a good 
crowd at Forn Creek last night. The

ON WATER RIGHT GRANTS 


CONSERVATION CONGRESS SIDES 
WITH GOV* PARDEE 


PERMANENT ORGANIZATION IS 
FORMED AT SEATTLE 


BALTIMORE MAN PRESIDENT, 


Seattle, \vosh.. Aug. 28.—The Nation¬ 
al Conservation- Congress to-day adopt¬ 
ed a resolution that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment should limit grants of water 
rights to a reasonable definite time and 
should exact an annual tax upon thorn. 

The resolution was drawn by Dr. W. 

J. McGeo, the soil-water export. 

Those who voted for -it In tho com* 

mtttee on resolution were former Gov. 
Pardee, of California; H. A. Barber, of 
Rhode Island; Ralph Hosmer, of Ha¬ 
waii; W. J. Fleming Jonef. of New 
Mexico; John E. Hortner* of Louisiana. 
Those who opposed, it were United 
States District Judge Cornelius H. Han¬ 
ford. of Colorado; Benjamtn F. Wilcox* 
of New York, and Prof. L. G. Carpen¬ 
ter, gf Colorado. 

Judge Hanford introduced a subreso¬ 
lution setting forth that It w&a the 
promise of lahd and water rights that 
drew the first settlers to the West and 
that It was the same attraction that la 
now developing it.' 

Other resolutions adopted indorse 
tho forestry and reclamation bureaus; 
recommend the creation of a national 
bureau of mines; indorse the national 
conservation commission; urge a Fed¬ 
eral appropriation for the work of the 
commission, and favor statehood for 
Arizona and New Mexico.

pipe line in the tropics at th® time, hut 
because It *»p<*;i*d the Eastern market 
forth* first time to Falifornln oil and 
give it an opportunity to compete with 
the product* of the gr*at oil combina¬ 
tion. The Union Gil Company of «*al- 
if«»rnl* wn* founded In 1SD0 by Penn¬ 
sylvania oil men who had been 
Hi'ietJ in th® business in California 
sim** 1852. It® headquarter# w»r»- ml 
Los Angeles until 190# and Its direc¬ 
tors arc Los Angeles' business men of 
the highest character for probity and 
conservative business energy. Th® 

pr.wildent, Lyman Stewart, Is well 

known as s philanthropist as wet) a# 
a far-slght*d business man. and to him 
is due the entire rredit. for holding the 
company together and bringing It safe¬ 
ly through th* 1 rocks and shoals of the 
early days of the oil business in Cali¬ 
fornia and th® great pinlc of 159J 

Th** company has been doing a !*rg* 
business on :*he east coast in high grade 
standardized ssphaltum for many years, 
and as It wns necen»-»ry to shift the 
product# of their California rennerle# 
across the continent or around th* 
Horn in order to got them to the mar¬ 
ket. they decided to Jay a pipe lln* 
aero## the Isthmus and #end the crude 
• >!! <l*ovn (hi • from • il fora la in 
their stearmrs and then up the At¬ 
lantic coast to New York and Phila¬ 
delphia. where It could he reftned. 

The laying of the tine and construc¬ 
tion of rhe pump stations was Intrusted 
to R W. Fenp. A « t\ E.. who hiid 
not only hocn with the company for 
many years, but had also llvod In a 
number of th® South American repub¬ 


lics and was accustomed to the health 
condition# and to handling native and 
Jamaica labor. Six months' time was 
given the company Ainder their contu¬ 
sion from th* Fnlted Ktat*s Govern¬ 
ment. dating from January 10, 1206. 
Mr Fenn was gigen about fifty mltiulbs 
to get ready for the trip and reached 
New York In time to take the boat 
sailing February 2. 1906. for Colon, 
without men or plans, but with plenty 
of money. 

On April 16 the pipe laying was com¬ 
menced. and the lln® was completed on 
October 16. S. T McElfreah. *»f Pitts¬ 
burg. Pa., was In charge of the pipe¬ 
laying gangs The gangs contained 
e*,*h about seventy men and were di¬ 
vided Into sections. First came the 
brushers. cutting all th® grass and 
brush followed by the at ringers, who 
laid th® pipe in lln®. end to end. Th® 
next division removed th® thread pro¬ 
tector# and painted th* threads with a 
preparation of oil and graphite Th® 
pipe-laying gang proper consisted of 
the men who handled the lifting Jacks. 
Jack ooards and chain tong# for hold¬ 
ing the Anlshrd lln® In plac®, and 
twenty men on th® pip® tongs, flv® m®n 
on each of four pairs of sxtra heavy 
long-handled lay tongs. Another sec¬ 
tion lifted the next Joint with pick ups 
and <h® pip® steerer lined It up so that 
the threads would enter properly, while 
the Joint wa® twirled by the friction of 
a length of rop® passed around It #fv- 
era! time# and drawn back and f**rth 
until the pipe would enter no farther 
In the collar without th* aid of the 
tongs 

The foreman then sat astride of the 
col’ar and heat time with h!s hammer, 
whtle the tongmen "broke out"—two 
tong# up and two down, with the preci¬ 
sion of a military* drill After the Joint 
was In place, th* painters did their 
work and put on the second coat of 
paint, the flrst having been applied 
when the pipe left the shops, to pre¬ 
vent rust forming while in transit An 
Important feature- of the gang organi¬ 
sation was the emplo> ment of a confi¬ 
dential man. who spent all hla time 
going from one gang to another and 
watching to ee* that the order# cover¬ 
ing the treatment of th® black# w*r® 
properly carried out by the foreman. 
As the Jatnlcans are simply great over¬ 
grown children, they are easily discour¬ 
aged by haxlng or injustice and quit® 
as easily encouraged b> Jollying. On* 
pi Ay swear at them all he wants pro¬ 
vided he has their confidence, and. on 
the '•ther hand, a big. well-trained gang 
can be scattered in two day# by a fore¬ 
man who has a mean streak in him and 
let# It crop out. It la also necessary fo 
make each man repeat every order be¬ 
fore sending him to do anvthing. I® or. 
der to h* sure he understand#, a# their 
intellect Is not well developed, and they 
are so anxious to p|®a-e Mist they will 
always answer "Ye#, Sab." and start 
off without knowing what »h*y are 
going to do 

It Is hard to realize all of the difficul¬ 
ties which presented fhe.n^elves during 
the work The Panama Railroad wae 
in the oet of double-tracking Its line, 
land canal construction was going on 
everywhere. Steam shovels were at 
work in various places on both sides of 
th® railway, and tracks wer* being 
shifted, and plans being constantly 
changed all along th* lln®. There Is 
no wagon road acros® the Isthmus, and 
it was necessary to dodge the heavy 


dirt train traffic continually, first, when 
distributing the pip®, and 1at®r, when 
mo\ing material 

Besides this th® work commenced 
with the beginning of the rainy season 
and was completed before it ended. In 
on® place th® men worked through *h«' 
pouring rain for three weeks, up to 
their waists in water In a swamp, part 
of th* time on s floating platform or 
raft of boards, and laid the line !u on® 
place on a floating rmft of logs a mil® 
long, a# there was no bottom. 

The renal Record swys of th® work: 

"Th* pipe line follows the line of tho 
Panama Railroad and 1# about forty- 
eight miles long. It Is mode of open- 
hearth steel pipe, eight Inches In dia¬ 
meter. with gate valves at one-mil* 
Intervals and without expansion Joints 
The pip® holds 15.000 barrel* of oil. 
From sea level to the summit near 
Fulebra the total Eft 1# about 225 feet 
On the edge of th® Rio Grand® reser¬ 
voir th* pipe I# incased In concrete. 
About thirty hours are consumed In 
th® Journey across the tstbmus. 

"OH is delivered on th* Isthmus by 
th* ITnlon OH Company of California 
under a concession granted January 10. 
1906. for the construction and operation 
of a pip* line from th* Pacific to th* 
Atlantic aid* of the Isthmus over laud 
owned by th* t'nlted Btat*# and th* 
Panama Railroad Company. This com¬ 
pany had previously obtained, tinder 
date of October 30. 1905, a similar con¬ 
cession from the Government of Pana¬ 
ma for the construction and mainte¬ 
nance of n pip* line across the Isthmus 
for the purpose of conveying crtuL* oil 
and for the erection of pumping sta¬ 
tions #nd storage tanks In th® cities of 
Panama and t'olon. Th* license grant¬ 
ed by the F'*r*lAry of War is revoc¬ 
able at the win of th* Government of 
th® United States, and is conditioned 
upon the payment of |.vw> T T nit*<l State# 
current > a month, beginning August 1.

In Its pages 1 
wrote tho name* of all persona 1 could 
recall having met Beside each name 
was placed some distinguishing word or 
phrase of identification.

I not only annexed the names, but 
also adopted a cross-reference system. 
For example:

By thus associating the face, name 
and distinguishing words, I hoped that 
I could, by a totirrta^ and perhaps se¬ 
cret reference to my nook, secure any 
desired name 

Every night when I cani« homo from 
my dally parade of the streets In search 
of a Job, I went over the names In the 
book. In two or three weeks, as 1 
added manes that had slipped from me 
and those newly acquired. I found no 
toss than 200 on the list, I now adopt¬ 
ed the practice of calling everyone by 
name, even If I merely parsed the time 
of day. or waved my hand in greeting. 
Before this, even with my best friends. 
It had always been. "Hullo," or 
“Say!" 

A new world began to dawn when I 
put myself to the task. I found that 
by concentrating my mind on a inan'l 
name when I met him and associating 
It with his face and business, there wn* 
no trouble whatever It gave me great 
Joy to find, one night, that I coulu re¬ 
member every person 1 had met during 
the day.

MEETING JOE JEFFERSON. 

(Xevll G. Henshaw In tha Bohemian.) 
Francis Wilson begins hto most in¬ 
teresting volume of reminiscences of the 
Jute Joseph Jefferson by saying that he 
was never introduced to Mr. Jefferson 
—that they Just shook hands. 

Now* the way In which I first met 
the celebrated corned fun must have 
been very much Hke this, except that 
I do not thlhk that he even shook hands 
with me It to more probable that he 
rode mo about upon hto shoulder as ho 
dkl late on at a matinee of "Hip." when 
1 was allowed to accompany him In 
hto first entrance In that ploy. In fact 
iny earliest recollections go hack to 
Mr. Jefferson and the many happy days 
that 1 spent us a child upoi) hls estate 
In Loutolann. 

Thb< estate, which lies some ten 
miles from the town of New Iberia, was 
originally known as I>a Butte (tl»e 
hill), so called by the Acadlans on ac- 
count of Its high land. Originally a 
sugar plantation. It was planted later 
with orange trees, which, growing Into 
a magnificent grove of twenty or thirty 
acres, g* v * estate its second 

name of Orange Island. 

Mr. Jefferson bought Orange Island 
In 1 hGS. and was most enthusiastic 
over this grove which was tnen thirty 
or forty years old. and In full hearing. 
He planted extwnslvely himself all 
through the primeval forest that sur¬ 
rounded hto home until the great free*© 
of 1885. when hls entire grov* was de¬ 
stroyed. together with all of the others 
In the State. I regret to add that only 
the remnants of It remain 

But If the grove to gone, the home 
Is still there—a widespread, comfort¬ 
able structure, surrounded by moss- 
covered live oaks, and shut In In front 


Dr. Spooner of tha Indian Arch¬ 
aeological Department, has unearthed 
In the neighborhood of Peshawar a 
find which has created Immense in¬ 
terest in India—namely, the remains of 
a great Buddhist pagoda. Including a 
casket believed to contain part of the 
ashes of the Buddha, says the London 
Leader. 

Hluen Taang. the famous Chinese 
traveler of the seventh ceniury A. D., 
described a wonderful pagoda and 
monastery which stood in the •’Apltal 
city of Kantohka. the early Buddhist 
Emperor and enshrined the sacred re¬ 
mains of the Buddha. Half a mile 
from Peshawar, and thirty feet below 
the present surface, Dr. Bpooner has 
found the vestiges of the great build¬ 
ing lost to human sight for over 1,900 

> eari * . 

In the smaller of two mounds Dr. 

Spooner found tho remains of a pa¬ 
goda. some 285 feet across. Its most 
Interesting portion was a stone burial 
chamber, the roof of whloh lyid fallen 
In. damaging a heavy green-mouldered 
bronse casket containing the treaeure. 
Tho ewskej. seven Inches high by five 
acroas, |* decorated with figures of a 
seated Buddha and worshipers, a 
standing prince and others, the sacred 
lulus design, and Inscriptions In the 
Kh&roshthl script • The lettering to eo 
corroded that the finders aa yr\ have 
made out little beyond the name of 
the Emperor Kantohka and tho Greek 
craftsman—Agesllaos, head engineer 
of the pagoda. 

The bottom of the bronze case was 
loo^io. revealing the presence Inside of 
a smaller casket of rork cryatal. whloh 
was extracted mlth the utmost care. 
It proved to be hexagonal In form, five 
Inches by three, and to contain three 
•mall pieces of charred bone—the relic 
of honor of which the, vault and tho 
great pagoda itself ^vero evidently 
built two thousand year* *ro. . 

Buddhist tradition asserts that the 
remains of the Founder were dis¬ 
tributed among various persons and 
shrines: and the BriUah Government 
has hitherto recognized the claims of 
Buddhists to their own relics. About 
a doxen years ago.’ when a portion of 
whs* supposed to be t^he Bud 

dha’s ashsg was found In a stupa on 
the Nepal frontier, the relic was 
divided amongwt the monasteries of 
Burma, Slam, Ceylon and Japan. 

THE PHYSIQUE OF NATIONS. 

The height of Ku-opean nations which

“Through their conditions of life In 
the valley of the Nile the physical type 
of the Egyptian peasantry has not 
varied In 10,000 years. 

"Our nice." wild Mr. Gray. *'to nat¬ 
urally tall Titus & decline in stature 
for us might reasonably he said to spell 
a decline alro in phvslral and mental 
energy. The stature of our manufactur¬ 
ing classes has be*n reduced fnr below 
the average of the country. The short¬ 
est people I have measured nro those 
In the great towns of Yorkshire and 
Lancashire. They hfive, through new 
conditions of life become quite a differ¬ 
ent type from dwellers In the country.

•d In meteorites cast upon Arizona and 
Chile by an unidentified star. One fioea 
not prospect for ehipa of atars As well 
search for the end of the rainbow 
Neither Is U practical to hammer ail 
sorts of eruptive r<>ck and conglomerate 
wherever come upon. Earthquake or 
volcanic upheaval districts ore not, nec¬ 
essarily, the most promising, for often 
diamonds that seem to have had vol¬ 
canic ortgin occur thousands of miles 
from the probable place of extrusion- 
carried thence. It is a*aumt-d. by glacial 
drift in some fur back gtologlcal time 

Let me give you ths aotual episode of 
Antoine. Antoine was so humble a peas¬ 
ant that when ha left Vlemon and took 
up prospecting In South Africa, nobody 
asked what hls other name was. Hav¬ 
ing no capital save bis muscles, he ask¬ 
ed leave to dig. on shirrs, a claim on 
the Vaal River wlih which one pros¬ 
pector sfiter another had become dis¬ 
couraged Antoine go* a Kaffir boy to 
help.

Monusnpan FonUnges, Matntenon. 
Among them v.ns the wondrous "PUL" 

A etovo In India hud found It. Hav¬ 
ing found It, hls heart shouted for 
liberty. Cutting th* calf of M t leg in 
order to hide the diamond within the j 
•lit, he limped to the coast To an 
English riiip captain he offered It for | 
passage to any country where men were 
free. The captain, quite casually, and 
with nice humor, took the gem and 
threw the stove into the sea 

The guerdon of such Jesting release 
from servitude wa* sold to a dealer 
for $5,000. and through him reached 
Rlr Robert Pitt, governor (A Fort St. 
George, for $102,000. who shipped ft 
home to England to be faceted A 
Scotch financier. John Low, then do¬ 
ing bualneM in France, negotiated, for 
a fee of $35,000, the sale of the dia¬ 
mond to the regent (afterward Louis 
XIV.) at $775,000. It to pleasant to 
remember that thereby the fortunes of 
the house of Pitt were restored, and 
that the seller's ton. William Pitt and 
hto grandson, the Earl of Chatham, 
were aaslated to high place and serv¬ 
ice by opportunities made possible 
through the orofit on the diamond for 
which a poor stove, eeeklnr freedom, 
was thrown into the sea.

It Is said that Dau 
det wrote ‘‘Bapphe” a# a sermon for 
hJs aons Better sermons have been 
written, with less pictorial embellish 
ment. that might be regarded as an 
unnecessary exhibition of Immorality 
and eosraeness. than that preached in 
the Fitch dramatization of the novel. 
But granting that "Sappho” Is a #©r- f 
men of doubtful value to unthinking 
youth, and granting that actresses 
have found It pr off table by emphasiz¬ 
ing what la bad in It rather than what 
Is good. It ran hardly be held that 
such a play Is as objectionable as the 
frankly indecent mus4cal play, or force 
without music, the theme of *vhich Is 
revelry in tho under world. In such 
“shows” vice, trieked * out In finery, 
made as attractive as possible. Is ap¬ 
plauded. and reapectabllity Is made 
ridiculoua 

The frivoloualy Indecent "•how'** alms 
at nothing higher than affording fhe 
"tired business man" amusement. Its 
effect is Insidious and far-reaching. If 
It were provender for the "tired busi¬ 
ness man" alone it would be compara¬ 
tively harmless. But. curiously enough. 
It Is considered food for btbes in many 
homes where an unofficial censorship 
Is maintained against the problem play. 
To mention such ‘Shows" when there 
is no necessity for doing so merely 
adverse# them. The list of those con¬ 
tributed to the sum of f-tage "offer¬ 
ings' within the last decade in this 
country Is long, though, happily, not 
longer than the list of cleaner come¬ 
dies. 

T'he frequ*ntlr-heard argument that 
th* public demands a certain amount 
of indecency does not hold water. Un¬ 
fortunately. It is true that a musical 
comedy confuting of an unhappy 
combination of noise and stupidity U 
sometimes kept alive by the deliberate 
infusion of salaciousness into tht 
"book.** But the meritorious musical 
comedy that is clean U more popular. 
The effort to make a "show” popular 
by making it indecent U merely an 
effort to palm off an Inferior product 
Sometimes It euccee^s, but a poll of 
purchasers of tickets would show a 
vote In favor of ‘‘Babes In Toyland" as 
against * Miss Innpcence.” 

In his testimony Mr. Shsw called 
attention to the fact that Ibsen's 
"Ghosts’* was prohibited by the cen¬ 
sors of the London stage. It might 
also bs added that many persons in 
this country who regard the worst of 
the frivolous "shows” as Innocuous 
consider "Ghosts" as unsuitable for 
presentation to mixed audlencea If 
the Ibsen play is interpreted as It Is 
by persons whose objection to It is 
most emphatic. It 1* merely the reverse 
of the picture drawn for the amuse¬ 
ment of the barren spectator In the 
tinselled "show*" that Is a dramatiza¬ 
tion of Alth and a hilarious Indorse¬ 
ment of immorality. While Ibsen may 
bhock the sensitive, and send a shud¬ 
der of horror through an audience of 
amusement seekers who have Ignorant¬ 
ly wandered Into the chamber of hor¬ 
rors. 11 Is safe to sty that no one was 
ever influenced In the direction of evil 
by sitting through an Ibsen play. 
Could as much be said of any one of a 
score of suggestive musical "shows" 
frankly Appealing to the sensuality of 
the “rounder” or feeding the rurlosity 
of the "young person." 

In an article >n which he urged the 
American Jew. prominent In the the¬ 
atrical world to exert an Influence to

The London Lancet, a timorous pub¬ 
lication which sea# hobgobHne behind 
every bush aiervg the highway of life, 
now comes out with the statement that 
"ilfts" and low fame upon common car¬ 
riers constitute a mtnac* to health and 
even to mental vigor. 

Hear this cnelezicholy summing up of 
the ev|js of modern frdUtiee for trans¬ 
port a* ion: 

"The Inducement t© ride rather than 
w»ik |s © temptation which continually 
confronts the public. It l# not difficult 
to Me in this a process which Is oolcu- 
ta<M i© lead to physlcsl amj not Improb¬ 
ably mental demoralization. 

"Jf * man can reach hls horn* by a 
tram car or omnibus for a penny, he w 
not going t© trouble hlmseif to walk the 
distance He thus loses a valuable and 
healthful form of ex*rcia« because trav¬ 
eling Is so cheap Formerly ha walked 
to save tht relatively oostiy fare 

"The lift is another example of mod¬ 
ern innovation which encourages idle¬ 
ness. and which, indeed, threaten# to 
make the staircase superfluous and obso¬ 
lete Another example of the demoraliz¬ 
ing tendency of ch#ip transit Is seen in 
the traveling platform, which is designed 
to save so much walking Everywhere 
machinery la devised to save physical ef¬ 
fort as though we poseessed no means of 
getting about ourselves 

"Burely this state of things qannot count 
for sturdiness and healthful activity In 
the future generation, but is more likely 
to lead to a state of atrophy, which must 
react unfavorably on the Individual It 
is open to question whether tht human 
race is better off for the number of fa¬ 
cilities which are constantly thrown in Ms 
way." 

In no modem capital save London 
could on© expect to And a publloatLa 
of standing opposing the development 
of modern conveniences upon the ecofe 
that they pave th© way for atrophy or 
th© leg# and the col laps© of the mind.

'Often I ventured oft the beaten 
Western track, and still my breezy 
Westerner eluded me, even In & mining 
camp tike GHdfleld. 

"Men lined up at th© Goldfield bars of 
course, talked In tones of alcoholic 
bluster, loudly and boastfully some¬ 
times; but men lined up at bars talk 
like that everywhere. In New York and 
Boston, as well as In Goldfield and 
Cripple Creek. Th© typical, thorough¬ 
going Westerners that I cam© into con¬ 
tact with at Goldfield, however, weren't 
breezy. 

"No$ttnf like 1L They talked al 
most whimperingly about mines and 
Haims and Improvement# and stamp 
mills and labor trouble# and such like; 
but fihey never got within a mile of 
breeziness. 

"Why. I couldn't even find my 
breezy man on ranches, for removed 
from railroads, and I vbrltcd about 
dozen such ranches. My ranchmen 
host# all turned out to be quiet. In¬ 
deed, rather reserved men of fouglne#*. 
who rod© around on their tours of in¬ 
spection diked out in riding togs you'd 
expect to along Lh© equestrian path 
on Riverside Drive—their wives, mod- 
lahly habited, often accompanying 
them. 

'*1 was on two ranchos, one In North 
Dakvffa and flh© oUher In New Mex¬ 
ico, where th© boats out of compli¬ 
ment to their women folk always wore 
dinner Jacket# at dimmer; and on© 
ranchman, on wffioee immense place In 
Texas I spent a week, carried a limp 
leather edition of "The Odes of Hor¬ 
ace" with him when h© cantered about 
on Mb inspecting tours, and. what’# 
more, h© read from that book at odd 
moments. 

“So 1 returned from these Western 
wanderings wMShout having located my 
breezy Weaternor. Instead of coming 
upon any human critter who even re¬ 
motely resembled that chap. I ran 
Into and wo# overwhelmingly enter¬ 
tained In many far separated cltie#. 
towns, hamlets and camps and ranches 
of the West by slues and slather* of 
keen-witted, self-contained, thoroughly- 
balanced, good-natured Western men— 
men who wasted few words, never 
boAated. took a couple of baths a dav. 
had their ne-fl# man leu red twice a week, 
©wliobed Into evening togs at th© prop¬ 
er hour; men wtio. speaking generally, 
had precisely the manner and appear¬ 
ance of th© men of New York and 
Washington and Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia plus a certain poise, a certain 
breadth, a certain bigness of view 
which, after ©U. more than any other 
quality, differentiate th© standard, 
hlgh-gTAde Westerner from th© E#*t- 
ern-er of eh© corresponding class.

"Lady of the Society of ths Garter.” 
Nothing la known of the form or man¬ 
ner of the reception of female members, 
but the dcAcrlption applied to them in 
record# leave# no doubt of their having 
beeh regularly admitted. 

The lilts in existence of lady member# 
of the Garter are full of Interee: and 
contain many noble nam*a Among them 
ar© Joan PLantagenet. the felr Maid of 
Kent, widow of tht Black Prince, and 
many other royal lodi©#. beside# numer¬ 
ous ladles of noblo and gentle birth. The 
tost lady Knight of the Oerter was Mer- 
Beaufort. Countess of Richmond, 
mother of Henry VI! . and afterword wife 
of the first Earl of Derby, but in the next 
reign a change came over the scene. 
With Henry VTU- an the throne there was 
no longer devotion to women of Klbg 
and knight, and woman's right# were for¬ 
gotten. The ungallant Henry discounte¬ 
nanced female association with the chlv- 
airy of St. Georg* and the order*# bril¬ 
liancy was dimmed. Attempts have been 
made to repair Henry's deed, but nothing 
has come of them. 

There ar© two places where efflgle# of 

lady members of the Order of St. George 
with the garter on their arm. carved In 
none, may be #een. One Is at Ewelrae 
church. In Oxfordshire, where la the tomb 
of the Countess of Suffolk, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Chaucer and granddaughter 
of the poet, with her toft arm encircled 
with the garter. In the same county, at 
Stanton Harcourt. th© ancient seat of the 
Ilarcourt family, six mllee west of Ox¬ 
ford. the effigy of Lady Harcourt, daugh¬ 
ter of Sir John Byron, of Clayton, and 
wife of Sir Robert Harcourt, who was 
elected i K G. in 1481. to also represented 
with the garter of the celebrated order 
of knluhtbood on her left arm. In this 
monument not only Is th© garter tied 
around Lady Harconrt's arm, but at the 
htad of th® tomb are tbe bearings of her 
husband. Impaling within a garter the 
lady’s own arm#

EXPRESSES HIS GREAT IDEAL 


E. H. H&riman’s new home Is sit¬ 
uated in the middle of a nO,(k>o-acre 
tract in Orange county, two miles 
fr>m the village of Arden. Mr. Har 
rlman has been spending hie summers 
in another house near Arden for the 
last twenty years. 

The house Is reported to have cos*. 
12.000.000, and Is said to be the most 
elaborate summer residence In 
America. It is not yet completed. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Harrlman 
the first authorised description of the 
house is here given. 

I don t want ono of those highly 
ornamented, foreign-looking houses,** 
.Mr. Harrinmn Is reported to have fcnid 
hls architects four years ag*\ at the 
time *>f the first planning of the build 
ln?s. “I want a plain, straightforward 
American home." 

The house, accordingly, has not 
b'-vn constructed aft**r any Europen 
stylo or historic architectural period. 
It is. indeed, such a rambling and 
much-added-to structure that It duel 
not even resemH* any letter tn the 
Alphabet, it has been built entirely of 
huge blue granite biocki quarried 
from the surrounding mountains. Its 
Interior woodwork has b*en largely 
carved In Mr. Harriman's own turning 
mill from Mr. Harriman's own oak, 
pine and chestnut treoi. The work¬ 
man are the same Orange county f uke 
who, for the Inst twetuy yeti*, have 
b*en hls neighbors. Th»* houso hss not 
an artificial corner, fllhtr outtida or 
Inside, says a New Y >ric !c*ter to tbu

Hidden In Forest of Trees. 

The houftf* nestle# o among 

the mountain oaks that only its slate* 
covered roof can oe seen Trim the 
Turners village railroad station below 
It. It Is 6'jtf feet ab^vo tha village, 
1.3C0 feet above sea *ev#l and is In tne 
middle of a tract of w »i>4c.1 mount* ns, 
open valleys and pretty lakes, which 
have, during the laat twvn.y year#, 
annually come Into Mr. Ilirrlznan's 
hands. 

The tract Is bounded by the hamlot 
nf Tuxulo on the east side, by the 
Erie tracks on the west, and by the 
Central Valley on the north. Part of 
the property, when Mr. Harriman 
bought It, Included a county road, 
which runs on the east sldu of the Eric 
inches Not wishing to have a public 
thoroughfare through hls premises, 
Mr Harriman bulk another road on 
the other side of the railroad and turn¬ 
ed It over to Orange county In ex¬ 
change. Ho will ultimately u«e the 
former public rrmd to bring him home 
frtfm the Arden station. He may 
speed hie automobile on It unmolested 
as fast as ho like#. Just now it Is 
noisy with vehicles laden with ma¬ 
terial# and furniture for the big build¬ 
ing on the mountain top. 

vide way to reach the residence Is by 
a 33.000-foot incline, which is fitted 
with a steam windlass, which draws a 
cabl* car up and down. At the top of 
the Incline is a broad entrance drive¬ 
way, bordered by a high wall of dark 
blue e»nnit<- Thl# wall h»d'*s almost 
two-thirds of the rambling house until 
• • ore entrance Itself t# almost 
reached. 

i !»••« a central courtyard appears, 
with gay flower beds, a splashing foun¬ 
tain snd shady, cool arcades. At the 
same time the house's long eastern 
wing, which has quarters for the thir¬ 
ty-five eervants, also comes int^ view’.

Interior Decorations. 

The main entrance hall of the house, 
which Is 30 by 60 feet. Is wninseted to a 
height of forty feet with oak. Above 
the wainscoting It is decorated with a 
warm, bright, buff-colored stone. Mr. 
Harrtmnn saw lomo of the stone In 
Vtah last year, liked it. and Is using 
It now* for almost oil the interior stone 
decoration of hi# house. 

The celling of the main entrance hall 
Is supported by carved oak trusses. The 
floor 1# of marble. At one end of th- 
room Is a Urge gnllnry In which will b»> 
an Immerse electrical organ, which can 
imitate almost every musical Instru¬ 
ment. 

Out of the entrance hall, on the east 
loads a long corridor with wainscoted 


are paneled In 


walls and an elaborately carved and 
vaulted celling. The corridor opens 
Into a smaller reception room. In which 
afternoon tea may be served, and the 
woodwork of which will be In lighter 
colors. Opening off this same corridor 
cn the south are the house loggia, din¬ 
ing-room and principal living room. 
The wails of this room i 
baxel wood. 

All of the woodwork of the dining¬ 
room will be trimmed with light gre*n 
marble. The marble mantel of the din- 
ing-room te Inlaid **lth many hufa of 
the ‘lame kind of stone. The windows 
of all these three rooms look ov r a 
rich green grass courtyard and then 
over the hills In the direction of Adren 
and twenty mlUs beyond. 

The loggia occupies the southwest 
corner of the first floor. It* south and 
west walls are pierced with five big 
arches, which open out over the hill¬ 
tops. In the winter they will be filled 
with glass windows. These arches 
originally extended three-quarters of 
the way to the roof of the loggia. 

Tbey did not satisfy Mr. Harriman 
when he got looking about him In 
Europe recently. Sunlight Is a peculiar 
hobby with him. So a few week# ago 
he wrote to the architects to tear out 
the south and west waJls of the loggia 
and make the arches go all the way 
to the ceiling. 

• • • 

i Outdoor Dining-room. 


Outside the caaement. windows of the 
big main floor dining-rooms there Is 
another Joggis, looking eastward, on 
which the family, on especially balmy 
days, may have their meals served. This 
dining room will not be entirely ready 
next Tuesday. For the first few days, 
following their moving in next Tues¬ 
day. Mr. Harriman and hls family will 
dine In a smaller private dining-room 
connected with Mr and Mrs. Harrl- 
man's bedroom suite on the second 
floor. 

Out of the dining-room leads the but¬ 
ler's pantry, where the shelves are of 
glass. Its floors and the walls are tiled. 
Tiled, too. are the kitchen walls—no 
lurking place unywhere for microbes or 
Insects. The kitchen dough board is of 
marble, and there are separate sinks 
for the washing of vegetables and dish¬ 
es. Ultimately, the house Is to have an 
electric range in the basement are 
the heating and refrigerating plants. 

The house Is to be heated by hot wa¬ 
ter. By mean# of the refrigerating 
plant there are cold rooms off th# 
kitchen and a small refrigerator In the 
butler s pantry. Behind the kitchen are 
the thirty-five servants’ rooms, white 
enameled, high-eeitlnged and full of 
light. 

m » m 

Living and Sleeping Rooms. 

The second floor Is given over entire¬ 
ly to sleeping and living moms. The 


sleeping rooms and the servants’ quar¬ 
ters have all been temporarily furnish¬ 
ed for the family's arrival next Tues¬ 
day. Every bedroom ha.« a fireplace, 
Mr Harriman having a hobby for log 
Ores. He recently wrote over, direct¬ 
ing that one be put even In hls private 
bathroom. 

As this bathroom Is less than twelve 
feet square. Mr Harriman was anxious 
to prove tr.at a fireplace could be put 
In the room without danger to the oc 
cupaut, so, with the letter of Inetruc 
tlons he mailed a humorous sketch of 
himself standing near the bathtub, be 
side the fireplace, in the act of reach 
lng for an object which he labels 
"sponge *’ 

More thought is said to have been put 
on Mr. Harriman’# library on the south 
cast corner of the third floor than on 
almost any other room In the big 
structure. The wainscoting Is In white 
American oak. and the amount of 
hand carving on It represents many 
months of patient work on the part of 
several skilled workmen. 

There are a big marble mantel and 
four big casement windows looking 
straight down upon the lakes and swim 
tiling pool. The walls are lined all the 
way round with oak bookcase* 

In (the east iving of the third floor 
aro rooms for Mr. Harrlmans’ two eons 
The wainscoting In these is carved 
Mack cherry. There Is a bedroom and 
sitting room, but neither a gymnasium, 
a billiard room, a card room nor a 
bowling alley. The Harriman# arc 
open-air boys, and Mr. Harriman haa 
built a tw'o-ocrc playground for them 
Instead. This playground is a stone’s 
throw north from the house, and had 
to bo blasted out of the solid rock 
among the oaks of the mountain top^. 
Then it was leveled and grass seed 
sown.

Camp Built On Lake. 


Mr Harriman has also bull* a camp 
on "the shore of Cranberry Lake. Im- 
medtatelv below the east wing of the 
house. The lake is abovit half a mile 
square. The camp consists of a host- 
house, a dining-room, built of the 
roughest pine, and two places for tents, 
Mr. Harrttnan. who Is fond of hls 
lakes and woods, and is constantly 
writing to hls architects to "hide the 
buildings as much as possible/’ egpecta 
to sloep In this camp hlm#e!f Another 
body of water, called Forest Lake. Is 
about a mlic from the house, and an 
ertfsl&n well, 1,100 feet deep, furnishes 
the hou#e with water 
Several other lakes are Included in 
(he property The swimming pool Is 
on the southeast side of the house, sep¬ 
arated merely by a grassy lawn and 
a heavy stone ballustrade. The pool 
Is about ten feet deep and thirty feet 
long The .water flows Into It from 
the fountains In other parts of the 
grounds, spouting out of the open

View of Many Milea. 


The view from the diuing-room win¬ 
dows is 5old to bo fifteen miles each 
way. One of th© iraprovemer-'is which 
Mr Harriman la said to be most on- 
tnubiastJc over, however, is a huge steel 
tower several hundred yards north of 
the house, from which Mr. Harriman 
hopes to bo able to get a forty-mile 
view on every’ side. There Is also an¬ 
other observation tower on top of the 
house itself. 

This l«tt*r tower has what the Har- 
rlman family humorously call a “secret 
stairway" leading to It. The house 
main staircase la In the east wing and 
leads up to the family arortmanta. A 
rather dark and narrow stairway has 
been constructed, leading from the first 
floor hall to the second floor hall, so 
the transient visitors may be token 
straight up to the tower without pass¬ 
ing through the corridors occupied by 
the family’s prlvaLe room*. 

The 11 bran' wing has not yet been 
started, and the weft side of the house 
is still In the band# of the plasterer*. 
The Harriman family Intend to comp 
out wtth their servants In the east 
wing for the next few months. Al¬ 
though the architects have had weveral 
men working on the plans for four 
years, thorc are still some improve¬ 
ments and alterations to he made. 

At the foot of the long Incline up 
the mountainside from ttie Turner rail¬ 
road station ore the nurseries and ;h© 
wood turning mills. In (he nurseries 
Mr. Harriman has set out many young 
trees for hi# hilltop courtyards. 

In rh» turning mill, which Mr. Har* 
riman built and organised in the 
house’s oarly stages, a score of men 
are busy all day long In carving wood¬ 
work nnd making windows and doorw. 

Mr. Harriman some time ago had 
rcprcaentxtlvos of the Yale University 
forestry department gv> al! through hie 
forests and thin them out pr*>psr!y. All 
Ith© trees which were cut down were 
sold to Roseton Kilns to make brick 
with. FV»r the purpose of getting ma- 
|t*ri*!s quickly he had a switch put in 
on the Newbun? spur of the Erl# rail¬ 
road ard built a little depot at th© foot 
of the incline.

During the last 
three years some prott y close times 
have been experienced, for benevo 
leoce Is one of the first things to feel 
financial depression. Th* prediction of 
Secretary Wlloon that the farms of the 
country will this year break their 
record of I7.778.000.00A made last year 
Is the basis for most of the hopeful¬ 
ness. 

The anticipation of better times gives 
heart also to men In a good many cities 
who are responsible for the big 
churches. Barring some exceptions 
and they merely enough to prove the 
rule, these big ctujnrnes In the great 
cities are the first to feel hard times. 
This statement may surprise somewhat, 
but It is easy to be explained. New 
York City, as an example, has at Oils 
moment sixteen big ohuivhe*. built up 
by giant pulpiteers, some of them 
pass**! away, that are glvin men re¬ 
sponsible for them much anxiety a* to 
how to make them longer effective, in 
some cast** how to keep their doors 
open. The larger American cltle* be¬ 
come. and the more these big estab¬ 
lishments nre built up. the greater the 
distress fuid the harder the problems 
presented Big farm crops to come are 
giving the bearers «>f these church bur¬ 
den* encouragement. 

• • • 

Conditions Likely To Improve. 

Grounds on which church conditions 
are likely to Improve, so Iha leaders 
say. apart from better times, are four 
In number. They are the better un¬ 
derstanding between religious bodlos, 
as shown by the formjng of the federal 
council, the lack of theological con¬ 
troversies at the present time. Improved 
missionary method*, by which more 
volunteer work Is utilized and dollars 
are made to accomplish more than for¬ 
merly. and the new interost which lay¬ 
men of position and Influence are tak¬ 
ing. A foremost leader, prominent In 
Protestant church councils for nearly 
forty years, said yesterday: 

”Jt |s not hopeless optimism that see* 
in the present lack of religious differ¬ 
ences. In the larger toleration of views, 
and the Improved financial times, an 
era immediately before the churches, 
all names and alms, such as bos not 
been known before. I have been ac¬ 
tive In American religious life, partic¬ 
ularly In plan* or national scope, for 
more tthan the period which God i 
usually allots to one man. and I have 
never known In that period a time till 
now when so many men w'ere willing 
to work, when ther* was less friction, 
when broader toleration obtained or 
when more money was available You 
may not know it. but the number of 
wealthy women and men who are 
studying prayerfully and carefully the 
problems of Christian stewardship was 
never so great as now.

The ma*a-me«ting 
method haa been pursued for roars, 
a«d all of the time the situation grows 
worse.

Fever For* a Finish. 

Calling present methods a fever for 
a finish, he advocated personal work In 
the parishes, dividing men Into groups, 
with a leader for each, who Is to see 
that every member of the group la In¬ 
formed about needs and that he con- 
tributea personal work and his share of 
money to meet them. He scoffed the 
Idea that men win Us driven out of the 
churches if compelled to work and to 
pay. and said It would rather fill them. 
Fie opposed the Brotherhood of 8t An¬ 
drew plan of Inviting men to come to 
religious worship, and said that Chriot 
commanded men to go. not to come. He 
explained this by saying that if Chris¬ 
tians went dut aaid told others, these 
others would do sJl of the coming to 
church that la essential, and do It of 
their own accord That Is. If the go 
be taken care of the come will t&k<* 
care of Itself. 

The charge was made that modem 
missionary method* of the churches are 
not as Christ commanded, and In that 
for they are uneconomical and wrong. 
Hu was not boetib* to the missionary 
cause, but only to methods which ob¬ 
tain to advance it. He outlined a plan 
of work In Episcopal parishes, then In 
cities, and onnouficed a notional plan 
to be started by a meeting In Pittsburg 
In February He spoke for laymen, but 
said laymen with hltn are loyal to 
bishops and other authorities The 
present missionary campaign he sold 
is missions to men. An Improvement 
Upon It he declared to l»e men to mis¬ 
sion*- He also attacked the nomen¬ 
clature In the reports of moot American 
societies which speak of mission* In 
China. India and other parts of the 
world. He said the church Is In the 
field* named, as It ought to be. and that 
missions are In the hearts of Christian 
people, if they exist st all 


Era of Reform. 

An era of reform has been started 
by Pope Plus X. after six years of In¬ 
vestigation of conditions One of these 
reforms relates to tho manag» orient of 
church schools In the city of Rome, Fie 
has appointed three prominent laymen, 
under Cardinal Vicnr Respighi, to soe 
that ths primary schools become more 
efficient, and that more pupils than 
now do may pass the Government ex¬ 
amination for advancement. Rome ha* 
a public school system, established in 
the early seventies, and a part of that 
system 1* an examination board ex¬ 
tending to the church school*, to per¬ 
mit promotion to higher schools. 

A second of these reform* relates to 
the publication of the canon laws of 
the Roman Church. NVw decrees ho vs 
been Isaued and are now in the hands 
of a commission that Is headed by Car¬ 
dinal Gasparrl. perhaps the ’ most 
learned member of the present curia. 

I T P to Pius X.’s time the recognized 
canon law of the church contained 
In a code of nine volumes In folio, the 
work of Ferrarls. a canonist of the

The numefou* bomb outrages In this 
country made by the Irish dynamtt-

try. The last -bomb outrage in this 
country simply resulted in the Nihilist 
annihilating himself near the Grecn- 
w ich Observatory. 

Jt is the Russian royal family which 
has been most marked out by anar¬ 
chists. In 1880 au attempt wae made 
to wlpo out the whole of the royal 
family, a cellar underneath the royal 
dining-room of the winter palace. Sr.

Remember that this Is your own 
club and rally to Its support, for upon 
you depends Its success or failure. I 
am watching Its progress with the 
greatest Interest. Do not wait to see 
what others do, but Join promptly. 
Enthusiasm Is contagious and the lit¬ 
tle suggestion that you can make may 
be Just whAt is nocdcvl to arouse the 
interest of others. 


The Literary Club has. as usual, con¬ 
tributed a number or Interesting arti¬ 
cles for our entertainment. Perhaps ft 
may be well to say a word in regard to 
the awarding of prizes In this con¬ 
test. 1 fancy that some of you may 
not understand why some of the short¬ 
er and seemingly less ambitious com¬ 
positions have been awarded prizes. 
Certainly it requires more effort to 
write a long poem or essay than a 
short one, and this fact la not forgot¬ 
ten In making awards But the quality 
Is of flrst Importance In a literary pro¬ 
duction; after the Idea or subject it¬ 
self, is the literary style. 


I am anxious that those who belong 
to the Literary Club should consider it 
not simply as an opportunity for win¬ 
ning prizes, but as a real club to be 
supported loyally and to be used as a 
means of learning to write better. 
There Is no one who cannot at some 
time make good use of the ability to 
express his thoughts clearly and at¬ 
tractively. 

To help you to profit by your own 
practice and the example of others I 
will point out some of the merits of 
prize-winning compositions of to-day. 


The little prose-poem—for that Is 
what it Is—which Is Awarded the flrat 
prize in this contest Is such a perfect 
picture and is written with such ex- 
quiatto tasto that It would be hard to 
believe that a 10-yeax-old child had 
written it if it had not borne in the 


manuscript unmistakable signs of 
originality. There is In this composi¬ 
tion not an unnecessary word. The 
sentences are musical and the fact that 
long and short ones are used alternate¬ 
ly gives a pleasing variety. The senti¬ 
ment Is simple and sincere and arouses 
one's interest without seeming to 
"strain after effect." This Interest and 
feeling Increase to what is called tho 
"climax"—where the swan-song grows 
loud and sod and tho animals are all 
silent to listen—and then there Is a 
'letting down" ot the close. This Is 
one of tho most successful means of 
producing an artistic effect. 

This little story is founded on a real 
legend, familiar to all. which represents 
the swan os singing the one song of its 
life Just before its death. Heal legends 
weru called for In this contest, so that 
this and tho tender age of the little 
author were other favorable points, 

• 

• • 

Little Miss A%azey atso sent in a 
remarkably good production for a 
child. She, too, has taken the swan¬ 
song legend and has added a variation 
of her own. 8he has sustained the In¬ 
terest arid kept up tho poetic feeling 
very well. Ono of tho most Important 
points to remember about a poem Is 
that It must not be commonplace. It 
Is very hard to avoid common place lan¬ 
guage In telling a story. There must 
be unusual words, poetic expressions 
and beautiful lines sprinkled through It 
plentifully or Jt will not bo poetry at 
all, but only prose made to rhyme. 

There aro some very good lines In 
this poem, and they oro made In a 
wny that shows that the author made 
them consciously and not by accident. 
This is encouraging because It shows 
that when she tries again she will 
probably be able to do equally well. 


When you undertake & poem remem¬ 
ber that the fewer lines you make the 
more likely you are to make all your 
lines perfect. Even though a long poem 
may contain as many good lines &• a 
short one. If it contains Inferior lines 
also it Is not so perfect a poem. Wil¬ 
liam Fulham has not written many 
lines, but none of thoso that he has 
written are bad—which is really a bet¬ 
tor compliment than It sounds—ana 
some are particularly good. One point 
especially William has remembered 
which little poets are apt to forget. 
All of his lines have the right number 
of syllables and accents. This is one 
of the foundation rules of verse and It 
is only when poets aro old and experi¬ 
enced enough to know how to make 
all their lines allkf* and even that they 
can afford to violate this rule for good 
reasons of their own. 


I hope I havo not wearied you nor 
taken an unfair advantage with this 
little lesson during vocation. A poem, 
you know, is a work of art and no 
amount of pains and polishing should 
he spared to make It beautiful. The 
Joy, If you succeed. Is reward enough 
in itself and one which will gr »w 
greater ns you grow older until by- 
and-by tho prizes will seem very trif¬ 
ling compared to It. 

As will bo seen thero was some meri¬ 
torious work sent in besides that of the 
prize-winners. Not all that came 
could be printed, so that all which ap¬ 
pears was selected for especial worth.

(Son -»f tile 1st© Prof. Z©r* Hemon. on© of 
the most iiulcd magicians of hi* day ) 

T H a clever little mechanical 
device that answers questlonn. 
For example, the performer ap¬ 
pears and passes through the 
audience, having aoveral people select 
cards from a full deck which he carries 
in his hand. He return* to the stag© 
and brings forward a small stand, as 
shown In diagram No. 1. He then pro¬ 
duces a glass bell, which fie ©xplatns, 
ha* been made from a finger howl. (Be© 
diagram No. 1.) ^ 

After placing th© hell ufmn th© stand 
(is >• diagram No. 1), he commands It 
tu ring once for "no.” twice f«>r "yes." 
This bell also tells the color and num¬ 
ber of spots on the can!* held by mem¬ 
bers of the audience. 

Very clever Indeed, nnd very simp!© 
when worked by an assistant from ho© 
Hind the stage. 

The .secret llej in the handle of th© 
bell and the hoox upon the stand, from 
which a piece of black thread run* io 
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N OT a little surprise wa» felt in 
some of the Courts of Europ© 
the other day when It was an¬ 
nounced that th© Infant© Al¬ 
fonso of Orleans, cousin of King Alfon¬ 
so*. had been deprived of hi* rank, and 
All Its privileges, and ordered to stand 
n trial before a military court.

Another Instance of a prince being 
deprived of his honors for marrying a 
Trine*** of Saxe-Cohurg was that of 
Grand Duke ViadlinlTovltch. who mar¬ 
ried Princess Victoria, an elder slater 
of Princess Beatrice, without the cou- 
ront r, f lh© Tsar, says Answers. 

The grand duke was deprived of th© 
privileges rf his rank, but recently a 
reconciliation was effected, and the de¬ 
privation was cancei-d. 

Seven years of exile was the pun¬ 
ishment meted out to the late Arcbduk© 
Henry, who. although the wedding warn 
forbidden by the Emperor Francis Jo¬ 
seph. Insisted on marrying an actresa/- 
a member of the company at the Marl 
Theater. Vienna. Eventually there wag 
a reconciliation.

Hard Line* On the Archduke. 

Most people will remember th* case 
of the Archduke Leopold of Austria, 
brother of th© Crown Prlncea* of Sax¬ 
ony. who, in !!»53, renounced hi* Im¬ 
perial rights In order to marry FrauleUi 
Adamcvlc*. an actress of bumble orig¬ 
in. They took the name of Woetfling. 

Th© Emperor ordered hla name to b© 
erased from tbe roll of Knight* of th© 
Golden FJfrece. and dismissed him from 
the army. That the sacrifice was hard¬ 
ly worth while in this case was proved 
a few years latej. when Madame Wool- 
fling adopted the simple fife, discarded 
her fine dresses and ornament*, and 
took to wearing a sort of sa'k. with' 
sandals on her feet, and nothing at ail 
on her head. Her husband obtained a 
divorce, and the unfortunate woman 
was finally Judged to be tnsan*. 

Leopold Wotfifllng wa» recently n pe¬ 
titioner in a ras* in the Austrian court# 
during which it was stated that nxc 
Johann Orth had left a fortune ot w** 
tween £ 1,260.050 and t l,87d.v«»*. 

This revives another romance of *n 
arcbduk- of Austria, and a general in 
the army. Because the Emperor op¬ 
posed his marriage with an actress 
named Mlfiy 8tlibel, the prln-’t* resigned 
his rank and station, and wits marrl-d 
to the lady of his choice In a London 
registry office. 

Hhortly after he qualified for s mas¬ 
ter's certificate and bought s ship In 
Liverpool. In the Santa Margherlta h© 
and his wife sailed for South America, 
with a larg© amount of bullion on 
board: but from that day to this noth¬ 
ing has ever been heard of the vessel, 
and it Is believed she founderod with 
her owners. 

That the princess, a* w’ell as th© 
prim-o. inny forget the duties of rank 
for Ctrpld’s sake was Instanced in 
June last voar by rbe cab© of Prtnr©«g 
Amelia of Fugratenberg. Only twenty- 
four years of age. the prinrea was a 
recognized leader of Viennese society, 
and 8 famous beauty, but. at the dic¬ 
tates of love, she renounced all« and

One ouace extract of logwr od. one «unce 
of copperas, half so ounc« of verdigris. 
Tie up the verdigris in a bit of cloth and 
dissolve the coppers* in an Iron koitie- 
fcoalt the material for forty-five minutes m 
scalding wat.-r JlsaHve th-.* logwood and 
•-add to the verdigris water Seek the rr.a- 
terlai in ihla^for three-quarters of an hour. 

Blue' Dye tor Cotton. 

Four outocea of prusstan blue, four ounces 
of oxalic aril! Dissolve in r rur«u waters 
<eeld). Put together and soA the cotton, 
stirring up often arid Sousing tne cotton up 
and down. 


Lemon Yellow for Cotton. 

For sight pounds of cotton diasol^s half a 
pound of sugar of load in hov watvr and 
three-quarters of a pound of Mchrmnete of 
* poles*lorn in cold. Dio the cotton first tn 
the Jcodwotsr. then In the potassium until 
you have the right shade of yrHour. 

If you wxm to make t *e lemon orange., 
dip It into Timewatcc uvada by dissolving 
quicklime in enough water to cover ths cot¬ 
ton. 

To Dye Cotton Gl%en.

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Family Meals 
For a Week 
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Concerning Peppers 


M R8. PLANK htd a small plnce 
In tho country, and one of 
the most successful crops 
were green pepper*. An fall eppmffch- 
ed she soon found that unlea* she 
made pome use of her peppers they 
would be frozen on the vines, so she 
looked round among all her recipe 
books and found that a good pickle 
might be made of the peppers, seed¬ 
ed aud chopped up fine. So she gath¬ 
ered* them In and started on her 
work. 

She began by cutting open th* pep¬ 
pers and taking out the seeds, and 
after about five ntlftutes of this eh* 
felt her hands begin to burn. Sh* 
stopped handling the peppers. All 
thin occurred about 9 o’clock tn the 
morning, and by 9 30 the burning sen¬ 
sation became so violent that sh* 
was unable to stand the pain. Sh* 


sent for a doctor, and h* said that 
her hands ^>rc as badly burned as If 
sh» hud put them in fire, and that the 
only relief he could suggest was to 
hold her hands in a bu*Tn of p cold 
water. So poor Mrs. Blank ooeyed 
his orders and kept her hands in 
water until 4.30 o’clock the following 
morning 

The misfortune of tt..* qmnteur cook 
may save others the same trouble. 
Peppers are very difficult to handto, 
and should never be touched with 
the hare hands. If they nii^t bo cut 
up. woar rubber gloves or else use 
a'kntfo and fork, so that the oil can¬ 
not get into the pores of the skin

done Just as wall had she spread 
them out on the cellar floor. Ar¬ 
ranged thia way, they keep wonder¬ 
fully wall all wtntcr long.

ScaJd a pint of milk, and when tt 
Is lukewarm add to It a pint of warm 
water, a heaping teaopoonful of butter 
melted and a halt yeast rake that has 
been dissolved In a few spoonfuls of warm 
water. Work to a dough, itfrn out upon 
a floured board and knead for twenty 
minutes. Put Into a bread raiser and *et v 
to rise over night. In the morning knead 
again, divide Into loaves, knead each of 
the** five minute* and set In greased tins 
to rise for an hour before baking.

Breakfast Rolls. 

Sift together a quart of flour, one-hail 
teaspdbnful of salt and a teaapoonful of 
eugar.

Mix well 
and knead for twenty minutes Set to 
rise for six or eight hours, make into 
rolls; *e£ these In a greased pan In a 
warm room to rise for a half hour, then 
bake.

Last of all, add the pineapple 
ground very fine and bake Immediately, 
ln an open crust. Make a meringue of th* 
whites of the eggs and two texspoqnful* 
of sugar, spread it on lh* pie as soon as 
done and return to the oven Just long 
enough to brown the meringue.

Old Tim© Butter Scotch.—Put three 
pounds of light brown sugar In an en¬ 
ameled kettle with three-fourth* of a 
pound of butter. Pk:c© over a moderate 
tire to melt; let It boll until thick, stir¬ 
ring all the while to prevent scorching. 
Tag© th© kettle from the fire and pour 
the boiling hot liquid Into buttered tins 
or upon a large flat meat platter. When 
atlff enough mark off into big squares, 
and when cold break these apart and 
wrap each square In wax paper. 

Peanut Tandy & la Charleston Mam¬ 
my.—This delectable sweet Is called 
••ground-nut cake” In Charleston, and 
a fine molasses is used for It Instead 
of sugar. Remove the shells and skins 
from the roasted peanuts and—If 
convenience for eating Is liked—divide 
each nut In half; but the brittle cuk© 
that shows fh© whole nut Is the dearer 
goody In the Southern city by tli© sea. 
Then put two heaping tablespoonful* 
of butter and the Jule© of one lemon 
In a quart of New* Orleans molasses 
and boll it with careful stirring until 
It threads. Then take the vessel from 
the fire and dump In the nuts, mixing 
them well with tho molasses. When the 
mixture Is chilled enough to permit Its 
lying fairly well “where it Is put,** drop 
a light tablespoonful In divided blobs 
along a flat buttered tin. 

Th© moment for eating the cakes is 
when they have become as brittle os 
glass. The Charleston "mummy" uses 
a slab of old white marble for th© chill¬ 
ing purpose*, and sell* them “sox for 
fT cent.” looking as If she bad been as 
neat as a pin about the business In her 
stiff purple calico and red head-hund- 
cher, and calling out melodiously um sho 
wa idles along. “Grounut—ca—ke. Grou- 
nut—ca—k©.’* They are a winter daln* 
ty and things exiled hearts never for-

Orange Compote.—Boll a half pound 
of granulated sugar with Just a little 
water for five minutes. Cool the syrup 
aud add the Juice of a quarter of a 
lemon and the meaty part of four v>r 
five oranges, carefully separated from 
all skin and segment, and broken into 
small pieces. 


M ANY a girl is dubbed “un¬ 
tidy*' at boarding school and 
college for the simple rea¬ 
son thfct she Is without the 
proper 1 m pi ©merits with which to mend 
tier clothes. Th© doting mamma wlto 
sent her off with brand-new raiment 
forgot all about th© fickle nature of 
hooks and eyes in her anxiety for Ma¬ 
bel's health ami manners; forgot that 
sho© buttons have taken no vow to stay 
with boots forever, and that belt 
bands, skirt tails, glove fingers, and 
what not need Incessant tinkering with 
hard wear. 

A neat sewing outfit, containing 
•verything needed. Is an absolute ne¬ 
cessity for every girl going away from 
bom© for purposes of study. The re¬ 
ceptacle for the conveniences may be 
a cretonne covered box, cut In sections 
which tie together with ribbon, the 
t>ox. wrlth Its filled pockets, lying flat 
when strings are untied for packing. 

Birt a better holder ivould be a round 
dro tonne bag. for when the draw¬ 
strings are pulled together this d«fles 
the duet which heaps itself Into the 
open basket. 

Take Any cretonne with what might 
be called a girlish design—red roses 
on a wigito background is always 
pretty, and such combinations wash 
well—and tear off a br* adth and a half 
©•even Inches deep for the sides of the 
bag. Th'jn turn over a bread and but¬ 
ter plate with smooth edges and uso 
It as a pattern for two bottom pieces, 
drawing a line with a pencil at the 
plate edge and allowing a seam beyond. 

Gather th© strip, which must b© sewed 
together at th© sides to one of the 
rounds, and cover the seaming at the 
inside with the »other round, pretty 
part up. Tho bag Is now made ex¬ 
cept for tho hem at the top and a 
double row of stitching to hold th© 
draw-strings. These could he of whit© 
cotton tape, a binding of which would 
make a neat and pretty finish for all 
the bag. 

Make the draw strings long enough 
to loop over tho bedrnonl doorknob— 
there Is nothing like having a conve¬ 
nience In night- and flU it with the fol¬ 
lowing things: O spool-board—one spool 
of black thread, one of white and two In 
the colors of the useful gowns; a 
board of differed colored mending silks 
(these are on little spools of doll baby 
size); darning cotton to match stock¬ 
ings; glove thread in the needed colors; 
half cards of belt and waist hooks in 
black and white; one roll of petticoat 
tape; a card of shirt w'alst buttons, and 
:i skein of shoe button flax- Make a 
little Hat case in card case design to 
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hold th© flat articles, and add at last 
to the bag three penny thimbles, a 
needlebook with bodkin* for draw rib¬ 
bons. a little tomato-shaped emery and 
a pair of scissors with sharp points 

The penny thimbles will not require 
the care that a gold on© would, and 
the sharp-pointed scissors are for care¬ 
ful ripping—taking off buttons that 
hang witlMgipse yet stubborn threads; 
for the n©m removal of neck ruches, 
etc. Pull the thread after using through 
the notch cut In every spool for tne 
purpose, and after cutting one er^^jf 
the skeins of darning thread tie in a 
loos© single knot. The thread may then 
be drawn out easily und the skein kept 
from tangling. 

Before using the new shirtwaists or 
gloves too sow every button on more 
securely—even good private dressmak¬ 
ers caro little for tho security of but¬ 
tons; and before th© slocking hole gets 
too big weave In the neat llttlo dam. 
These are the stitches In time whlnh 
»av©s nine and Time, a V'TF Important 
quantity in the life of an ambitious 
schools! r! 

Lastly, the pretty cretonne hag with 
Its complete outfit may b© used as a 
model for other bags as pretty for 
school Christmas gifts.

Bo “P“t On a Corset 


Much depends on tho way in which 
a corset is put on. Tho following hints 
may be useful:

After the top of tho front Is hooked 
draw the looped laces from the eyelets 
slightly below th© woJst. pulling the 
bottom of th© corset much tighter than 
the top. 

Through this simple means healthy 
breathing is permitted, for bodices are 
so loose tha* it Is only at tho woJst 
and hips that the figure needs to bh 
held taut.

Old-time sports all remember the 
•'Cooler “ He was a pretty ralr aort of 
a fighting man. He stood wtiklo an tnen 
of 6 foot UU and many people looked upon 
him with the same degree of v*nnr*U©n 
that la accorded Jack Johnson to-day In 
our beat African clrclee. 

There woe also a blonde gentleman 
known us Tommy Wcet And he couhl 
tight. too, although h* waa as laur 5 feet 
in height a* 6 and was c.oesod among the 
welterweights. 

Having introduced the principal* of my 
tale. frr. going to explain now that while 
the meeting between Mr. W’eat and the 
••Cooler” wasn't for any world’s cham¬ 
pionship. It was one of the moet recher¬ 
che event* of the season, and there were 
human Interest throbs connected with 
every detail of It. 

• • • 

Tommy Weat was a good friend and a 
mighty* bad enemy, as many other fighters 
learned as well as the •’Harlem Coffee 
Cooler ** He was so dangerous In the 
ring that he found it hard* to get anyone 
to fight hlrn. This drove him to the use 
of diversified expedients, or words to 
that effect. Often when Tommy couldn’t 
Indue- some husillng scraper to m^et 
him professionally ha-studled out a line 
Of unpleasing communications that threw 
the victim Into such a rage that he 
lumped at a chance to fight. In this way

West heard abyut the Cool- 
tr'n statements and was much perturbed 
In spirit In othsr words, hr wan “dead 
sc»re."

I keeping. As In almost every branch of 
antiquarian research, we look to the 
ancient Eg>ptlans for the earliest In¬ 
formation on the subject. These won¬ 
derful people were among the very 
first recorded ocean travelers, and 
shipbuilding with them had at an 
early date quite attained the propor¬ 
tions of an art. Many, of their l*»at* 
were elaborately painted and deco¬ 
rated. and among their decorations the 
figurehead stands out somewhat prom¬ 
inently. The sacred Ibis, the lotus, and 
the phoenix were favorite designs; 
sometimes placed on the raised-up 
prow Itself and at others rather be¬ 
hind It The huge eye painted on the 
Ih.w Just below the figure Is illustra¬ 
tive of the general feeling that a ship 
Is endowed with a personality of !Lr 
own, and in one form or another It has 
maintained its position on the bows 
century after century up to the pres¬ 
ent day. In w-hich It U often seen on 
the bows of Maltese dyo* and othe.r 
gaudily painted European craft, to say 
nothing of its almost universal use In 
China. “If no have eye. how can see?’* 
asks the iTilnese sailor; and the ex¬ 
pression “Right In the eyes of her’’ Is 
still usual afioat among our own sea¬ 
men, meaning as far forward In the 
ship as possible. The ships of the 
(7 reeks and Romans preserved the 
"eye” on their bows and carried a dis¬ 
tinguishing emblem or figurehead 
(pnrsemon) at the tow while their 
tutelar*- deities were generally given 
a billet At the stem. All these vessels 
had their distinguishing devices and 
figureheads in addition to which those 
named after mountains and rivers had 
a lion or a crocodile respectively point¬ 
ed or carved In relief on either bow. 

Numbers of representations, of these 
may be seen on old coins.

Indued, there I* 
prubably but one place In the entire 
\JnR.-d fttates wtoere s*o large a Hock 
pigeons can be found, and that Is 
on a pigeon farm near the little town 
of North Wales, in Soulht-aab-m Penn- 
ay Ivan la- . , 

The blrdi* ar*- hnused in a series or 
large, airy buildings and provided with 
clean and comfortable n.-ets. an 
abundance- of choice food and a suffi¬ 
cient screened outdoor spar- wherein 
to exercise their wings. All day long. 
the gentle cooing of the thousands of 
birds gflvea musical proof of their con¬ 
tentment. In return for their board 
and lodgings they ire expected to 
batch out 8M many squabs as possible 
gnd rear t'hem uwtll they are fit for 
the market- From this form I* ob¬ 
tained the greater proportion of the 
nquabs that go to the markets of 
New York. Philadelphia and the vari- 
out winter and summer resorts of the 
. rjast. 

Pigeon raising, says H C. Cum- 
the man who founded and de- 
veioped this farm, is more prontable 
and less vexatious than poultry- rais¬ 
ing, provided the man who undertakes 
It thoroughly understands the habit.* 
and tlhe needs Of pigeons. 

AirnoHt everyone knows something 
about raising chicken®, or thinks he 
does, and four town dwellers out of 
five like to dream of a time In thc 
futuro wiven they may own little 
places out In the country and rats- 
chickens and supply egg* for the city 
market*. But pigeon raising on a large 
fli'itle and solely for profit has been un¬ 
dertaken In feu Instances thus far. not¬ 
withstanding the high prices which) 
squabs command. 

To begin will*, no incubators are re¬ 
quired In raising pigeons,«and thus an 
Important Item of expense . necessary 


are remarkable for their monogamous 
habits, ond when once the cock and 
the hen are suitably mated they re¬ 
main firmly attached to each other. 
3ocft assume equal shares In the du¬ 
ll* * ot their household. Including the 
incubation of the eggs and the care of 
the young.

FIGHTS WITH RATTLESNAKE. 

The lives of three small children of 
Isaac Noreros*. of Magnolia, were prob- 


A special class of Phoanclnn vense\n 
had a figurehead representing a horse, 
and were therefore known as hlppl. the 
Idea of riding over the sea os on horse¬ 
back being evidently tha origin of the 
adornment. It is interesting to note that 
In the year 112 B. C.. one of these fig¬ 
ureheads was found thrown up on the 
east coast of Africa and brought to 
Kgypt. strong circumstantial evidence 
that some early P hound an mariners 
had already doubled the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Ramming being the most usual form 
of attack among the ancients In their 
sea engagements, the bow decoration 
often took the form of the head of a 
ram or of a wild boar, the well known 
birttlng tactics of these animals ren¬ 
dering the figure very appropriate 

When Room© In the days of her de¬ 
cadence lost the command of tho sea 
tho most formidable navies were those 
of the Soandlnaven sea robbers, the fa¬ 
mous Vikings Tho term "Viking** by 
the way has nothing to do with the 
English word king, aa Is often sup¬ 
posed. but Is derived from vlk, a creek 
or fiord, and Ing, meaning the “son of.” 
The word thus should be translated 
“the sons of the fi »rds“—a very good 
descriptive name for these Norse sea 
rovers Their vessels—the famous long 
ships—were adorned with figureheads 
But the Viking’s conception of this 
form of ship ornamentation started 
from a standpoint qufte different from 
that of the ancients. It was not so much 
a distinctive design or & religious em¬ 
blem Its Intention was to strike terror 
Into an enemy. What form of reason 
Ing led up to K 1* well d**rrtbod by 
Barlng-Gould In his “Strange Survivals 
an! Superstitions”: 

In the Egll's Ritga an old Icelandic 
chief Is said to have taken a post, fixed 
n hor*«*’s head at the top. and to have 
rrcited an Incantation over It which 
carried a curse on Norwa** and the king 
and qu»»en: when he turned the head 
Inland it made all the guardian spirits 
• »f fho land to fly This post he fixed 
1nt-> th*** side of a mountain with, the 
onrn Jaws turned toward Norway. 
These fi cures w*re called nlth-stansr* 
TV nlth-«tnng w^s primarily the h^ad 
of the victim offe-ei In sacrifice lifted 
up with an Invocation to tho god to 
look on »he sacrifice and In return cnrrv 
evil to the houve of all who wished Ul 
to the sacrlfic'r. 


iManded to carry on a campaign. Flurcc 
foh fight* certainly to^k place fiom 
time to time, but for this purpose any 
ships that could be tsscmbled together 
v ere otillzod and prepared for action by 
the addition of atern and f'jracaflt.es 
built-up stagas or platforms, whLh 
overhung the actual stem and stern of 
the ships and left no p‘«oe for a figure.

These veaflelfl, 
though occ;*ai<»nally hired out aa mer¬ 
chant rhlps. wen 1 * more or leas elabor¬ 
ate dt** orated, and among other dec¬ 
orations the figurehead reappeared. 

Thus in tha year 1400 the Good Pace 
of the Tower liad a lurge golden eag!« 
wttli a crown In Its mouth as figu e-, 
head and In ropix^ntatk ns of'ship* 
during tho Flftoetrth century little, In¬ 
significant figureheads are here and 
there to be mot with. The famouji 
Henri Grace u Dieu. bulk In 1514, had 
a squatting lion as figurehead. **«»« 
the big French man-of-war Orande- 
Franoolse. built at fit Nicholas do 
I^euro in 1627. was decora ted forward 
with a salamander above wh*ch wa* 
placed a statue of St. FmncU. 
Elizabethan men-of-war .«cem general¬ 
ly to have been ornamented with fig¬ 
urehead*. but with some excepilon* 
they were neither very large nor very 
noticeable. A , 

At thU time a long, almost straight 
projection ran abruptly out from the 
bow of the ship a little way below the 
bowsprit. It was very different from 
the gracefully* curved stem which In 
the Seventeenth and Eighteenth cen¬ 
turies replaced It and would n ot L In 
all probability, support any very great 
weight at It* extremity. Still It often 
carried a figurehead of »ort*. Thus 
the Ark-Royal Effingham's flagship In 
the Armada fight, had a mlld-looklng 
bird ah figurehead. The Bonaventuro 
and other* had dragons on their beak- 
heads: others had lion figureheads, one, 
at any rate, being glided. The Mury 
Rose had a unicorn, the Sw’iftsure a 
tiger, and w*hllt» the White Bear waj* 
adorned with “an Image of Jupiter sil¬ 
ling upon an eagle with the clouds. 
In Holland the FlnU Belli, the earliest 
Ironclad, bore the figure of man in 
armor at her bow-.

About tho time of James L eques¬ 
trian figures wora Introduced ft* figure 
heads, and In succeeding reigns these 
were aurounded with other figures, 
forming a most elaborate bow decora¬ 
tion. Thus the famous Sovereign of 
the Sea*, launched In 1837. had on 
her beakheud the figure of King Edgar 
on horseback trampling upon seven 
Icings. Tho figurehead of the Com¬ 
mon wealth ah Ip Naseby was equally 
fxnhomnt, consisting a* It did of the 
Protector on horavback “tramullng up 
on six nations.” It wo* evidently a 
colorable Imitation of that borne by 
the Sovereign of the Seas. Curiously 
enough this was tho Ship In which 
C’harle* II returned to England at the 
Restoration. In honor of this she wo* 
renamed the Royal Charles. She was 
fitted with a new figurehead, which Is 
now- in the muKoum at Amsterdam, the 
ship having been captured by the Dutch 
when they came up the Medway. Fur- 
tenbach. lu hi* “Architecturtt Navails,” 
pubilulu’d a r«*w years earlier, give* an 
engraving of s very peculiar figure¬ 
head which terminated the beakhead of 
a Turkish pirate brigantine of a da** 
known as caramunzels. It l* probably 
Intended to represent a dragon's head, 
and tlames are shown srKiUting from 
It* mouth. It seems possible that some 
kind of n gun may have been mounted 
tn.dde the beakhead with it* muzzle 
concealed lb the monster’* mouth. 

The French were a 1 wavs roied for 
the excellence tmd beauty of their war 
thlps. And It Is rot to b *up;»os d 
that their ornamentation was a whit 
behind that of thi*lr English contempo¬ 
raries.

“The figurehead ot a werahlp was 
designed In like manner to strike terror 
' Into tho opponents and scare away 
their guardian spirits. An Icelandic law 
forbade a veeeH coming within sight 
of th** Island without first removing its 
figurehead lest it should frighten away 
tho guardian spirit* of fhe land “ 
Here, then, we Mve the raison d-etre 
of the Viking figurehead and Uie tin- 
nexed reproduction ot an old drawing 
in Strutt’s “Chronicle of England’’ 
show* nut only a figurehead of this pe¬ 
riod. but actually a nith-stang in com¬ 
bination with It. 

it Is obvious that the word head 


probably Intended for u dragon. This 
fabulous monster has alway* been a fa¬ 
vorite emblem In all ages and from 
China to Wales, In both of which 
widely separated countries It occupies 
a prominent position In the national 
heraldry In all cases It probably has 
been taken as the symbol of malevo¬ 
lent pow«r. capable of Inflicting evil 
upon the human race. In the Bible the 
dragon is always represented In this 
light, and Us wings, serpent form, 
claws, and fire-epoutlng mouth render 
It formidable in “the air above, the 
earth beneath, or In the water* under 
the earth.” .With the nlth-stang the¬ 
ory before u* we can well understand 
the old Scandinavian sea rovers bn- 
Ing very partial to its use as a fig¬ 
urehead. The dragon too, from It* 
power was also frequently adopted as 
,i mark of chieftainship or sovereign¬ 
ty. It was the badge of the famous 
King Arthur, the ensign of the Me¬ 
rovingians and of tho Saxons at tho 
battle of Hastings.
